WILLIAM E. GLADSTONE 
S 


TAINS hurled across the memory of W illiam E. 
* 
Gladstone, former premier of Great Britain, 
have been washed away in a jury verdict handed 
down in London recently. The sons 
of the late 
prime m inister invited a libel suit by Captain Pe­ 
ter W right, author of a book in which scandalous 
charges were brought Involving the dead states­ 
man. The verdict allowing no damages was a com­ 
plete vindication for the great statesman. 
The finding was that there was no libel on 
W right, for the reason that the Gladstones told 
the truth when they denounced him as a liar, 
“coward” and “ foul fellow. 
It was only by this method that the living 
Gladstones could defend the names of their father. 
The rule is that the dead can not be libeled, so it 
wrae impossible to proceed directly against b righ t. 
The only thing to do, therefore, was to force him 
to sue for libel, and thus make it possible to bring 
out the facts. 
It was impossible to think of W. E. Gladstone 
as a woman chaser, and a pursuer of street-walk- 
•rs. Some things seem on their ver© face to be ab­ 
surd. In his remarks to the jury, 
the 
presiding 
Judge suggested that W right’s attack was made 
"In order to pander to the vicious taste of that 
portion of the public who love only scandal, partic­ 
ularly if it scandal connected with the private life 
of a public man.” During his life Mr. Gladstone 
was everywhere and by all recognised as a man of 
the strictest integrity and highest sense of honor, 
one whose family life w'as ideal, and who loTed 
all that was fine and true. 
That 
judgment 
will 
stand. 


From the Marshall Morning New»» 
ILLSBOHO has a Junior college 
operated by 
the public school authoritUs. According to the 
H’Usboro Mirror this college is operated at a cost 
"f $100 per student, while the average coat in our 
State institutions ot higher educati« n, according to 
the Texas School Journal is $7?0. There are 25,000 
students in our state colleges and University. It 
is estimated that fully 15,000 of these are in the 
freshman 
and 
sophomore 
classes—the 
classes 
ranght in the Junior colleges. 


The Mirror suggests that th© University and 
all other state colleges close the entrance to all 
pupils in these classes and establish through the 
public schools a sufficient number of junior col 
leges to accomodate these students 
Hillsboro has 
proven the junior college can be maintained by 
«urn of not more than $100 per Pupil per year. 
Let the state appropriate this amount to these jun 
ior colleges and the Mirror points out there would 
be a saving of over $9,000,000 per year. 
The 
same paper also points out what a great saving 
comes to the parents of the student who takes his 
first two years of college work at home. It claims 
that the average student at the University spends 
from $.'>00 to $1,000 per year, and that most of this 
could be saved should they remain at home. 
The Hillsboro College has been doing splen­ 
did work and its graduates have no trouble in en­ 
tering the junior classes in any college or univer­ 
sity. 
There is another reason, possible the most im­ 
portant one, and that is that the Junior college 
does not have the many temptations to the young 
and inexperienced youth that the University has. 
If a sufficient number of sueh schools are provided 
the students who attend them can 
either live at 
home or be so close that the parents can have a 
1 control and oversigat of their conduct. The send­ 
ing of the young immature boy or girl away to a 
University where almost unlimited liberty is given 
is fraught with tremendous danger. 
Fortunately Marshall has a junior college of 
the first class. W hile it is not a State school, yet 
the College of Marshall offers all the opportunities 
that any college in its class affords.

even the most cursory reader of the newspa­ 
pers it must be apparent that Minnesota is in 
grim and deadly earnest in its intention 
to hit 
crime and hit it hard. On Saturday, for example, 
the sheriffs of the state went on record roundly 
as favoring capital punishment, establishment of 
a state identification bureau and the introduction 
of the radio criminal detection scheme. On the 
same day the Board of Directors of the Southern 
Minnesota Crime Prevention 
Association 
voted 
that they would press for enactment into law the 
resolutions the association had 
earlier adopted 
These resolutions called for capital punishment 
the whipping post, creation of a central identifi­ 
cation bureau and so forth and so on. What for 
the moment we are most Interested in noting is 
not the bill of particulars but the spirit behind 
the movement.
